Morpeth  Canaday  Award  of  $350  for  an  outstanding  painting;  the 
Toledo  Area  Glass  Guild's  Dominic  Labino  Memorial  Award  of  $250 
for  excellence  in  glass;  the  Northwestern  Ohio  Watercolor  Society 
Award  of  $200;  the  Toledo  Friends  of  Photography  Award  of  $200 
for  excellence  in  photography  and  the  Roulet  Medal  for  excellence 
in  painting,  graphics  or  sculpture.
